“ Mr. Widener and I had retired to 
our cabin for the night,” she said.

of it and did not leave our cabin.

must have remained there an hour 
before becoming fearful. 
“ Then Mr. W idener went to our son 
H a rry’s room aud brought him to our 
cabin. 
A short time later Harry went 
to the deck and hurried back and told 
ti", we must go on deck. 
Mr. W idener 
and H arry a few minutes later went 
on deck and aided the officers who 
then were having trouble with those 
in the steerage. 
That was the last I 
saw of my husband or son. 
“ I went on deck and was put into 
a lifeboat.
